Lord Avobury once wrote of ants: 


"It is (K'Ticnlt to deny them the gift of 
reason. 
Their mental powers differ 


from those of men not so much in kind 
as in degree." 


Among the most interesting things 


at the zoo in Regent's park are two 
ne^ts of, wood ants, fascinating insects 
with social instincts and industrious 
imbits, London Tit-P.its states. Thou- 
sand* of these insects are isolated on 
an "islnntl" surrounded by a moat to 
prevent them from straying too lar 
from home. 


In this community there are males, 


females and a \\liole host of "w orkers." 
The workers pu»rd the nest, excavate 
Knllertes for the reception of tlwyonnjf, 
procure food, tend the eggs and the 
helpless srub.i and w»lt upon the 
queens. 


They appear to have tR« power Of 


communicating with one another and 
may often be seen co-operating In the 
performance of a task that ha* proved 
too much for one.
